trwuacted. Mr. Allen introduced a 
bill t" i'']i»'al tli« act r. f^nhitiii:; tlio use 
of thu Capitol groiimla undtjr which 
Coxuy and hill Umitaianti w»ra pcoM- 
cuteil. 

Mr.jFrye presenteil the reeolntioaof the 
Natiouai Statwtical awodation in favor 
of a thorough reform of the oonsnlar 
•ervive. 

Mr. Peifer introdnoed a reBolntion for 
the apix)intiit>'nt of a stiedal committee 
of three heniilDrB to inve.stigHte the con- 
dition of the c juntry witu eei)e<iial refer- 
encf to the prev.iiliujf bosiiu-ss dcurt-s- 
Blon and to report wnat legislation, if 
any, will att\<rd relief. 

The AUmi rrsolution to investigate the 
alleged pulice clubbing ou May 1 thm 
came up, and Mr. (xurdon (Dein., Ga.) 
took the floor. Mr. tiordon «iaid thut 
the Coxey niovt^ment watt the child of 
the paterual tufory of government. The 
remedies for txiating conditions, he 
•aid, were to he found In the deoantrali- 
zation of power. 

Mr. Teller favored the resolution. 
Coxey wa» a law-Hbidius citisen. He 
and his followers had trudged here 
through the rain aud luud and were en- 
titled to reepeotfol oondderatiiMi. He 
did not endone the atatate under which 
they had been arrested. He did not 
ttiink the senate could reftise to investi- 
gate the police clubbing. He himself 
would furnish thenamraof witnesses. 
Whether Coxey was a crank or not, did 
not mattar. Uis scheme was absurd, as 
were a great many others put forward 
hi the h(mr of distress. But it wa.-; m>t 
a wicked scheme; it only asked congress 
tojwovide work for the unemployed. ' 

Mr. Stewart of Nevada mainta;o^ 
strenuously that Coxey had comm.* l-u 
no offense, and drifted gradually into 
discussion of the general condition of the 
couioiy, which he attributed entirely to 
the monetary policy of the government. 

Mr. Hoar said Coxey knew that the 
law under which he wasopnvicted was 
on the statute booka. ' He cam* here 
with the deliberate intention of violat- 
ing it. He wanted to test the power of 
Muress in vonrt, and- w l w n found 
both court and jury against him he set 
up£h0Wl. 

'fThete is danger," said Mr. Hoar, "in 
such assembli^es. Tney afford cover 
for oAe or two fantoca. It does 
not do toscoff. WUkin W years an at> 
tempt has been made to Mow up the 
houses of parliament; within two years 
another att.mpt to blow up tho 
French assembly. Two niWldanli 
of the United States h^ve MHiUT^l^ 
dered; one in a crowd at a depot, the 
other in a crowd at a theater by mis- 

S tided )snd fanatical iiersons to whom 
e peaceable assemblagee aflorded an 
opportunity to escape^ This is why. in 
the provisions of tne' riot law of every 
btate. when the magistrate reads the act 
all the people must go home. A man 
may be there with peaceable intentions 
but if when the riot act is reai he re- 
fuses to go he is liable to ptuiishment. 
*rho8e who ui e peaceable shield those 
who are not. 

• It IS needless for me," said Mr. Hoar, 
drawing' himself up and looking about 
till' ciiaiiibei-, his eyes pausing when 
they reach.il ?>ir. Allen and Mr. Stew- 
art, ' to tKelin" taat 1 sympathize with 
all my tell(jw- m .listress. I svmpathize 
with tlieui a great deal more than aouie 
of those who always prate of syuipatliy 
• for the downtrodden in order to a*l- 
vance their disgrace poUtioal ambi- 
tions." 

Tiie galle- ic8 burst into ringing ap- 
pl Ills-' at this utteramv. and in Oider to 
(jiiell tiie (li iiioi:siratu)ii -Mr. r'aulknr-r, 
who was ill th-- ebiiir, was torced to uae 
his .;;a\el vigorously and threaten to 
clear the galieri. s. 

Mr. lloai ciO'^ed witli an imprt^sive

Ban Fkancisco, May 11.— Theateaiuer 
Alameda brings the following adviflSS 
from Honolulu dated May 8: 

The election for delegates to the con 

stitutioual conveattoo was held yestor 
day aud parsed oil in a very quiet man 
n r. The royalist candidates were in the 
belli and consequently no siiec-lal inter 
est was taken in the election. Tht 
American Union party had five candi 
dat<« aud six others ran independently. 
Of the regular ticket three w«r« elected, 
oiieof whom, A. Kunaial<ea,isadsaoeii ' 
eut 01 tlie Old reigning family, the 
Kainehameiia.s, and the last of his race. 

The cumu.utive ballot system was 
used, and i,;4J vottS was cast. As each 
voter was aMowed six votes, the total 
vote \v!us I,, 11 out of a iMjasible l,70o. 
The Portuguese voted solidly for their 
two candidates and eltcted both. Ke 
turns from the other islands are not yei 
in, but as there was vrry little uitposi 
tion to 1110 American I umu party ticket, 
no contest is expf'cted.

Stop levying taxes to provide 
profits I under the name of protection) 
for a portion of our people at the expense 
of the balance. Pnbllsh far and wide 
that it is not the business of the United 
States to raise prices, provide work, reg- 
ulate wi^ee, or in any way interfere in 
the private business or jicrsonal alFaira 
of the people. Declare that State banks, 
and all other State and local aflkirs, like 
roads, for instance, shall remain exclu- 
sively with the .States and local govern- 
ments. 

" Men with level heads and a fair share 
of Kood, t:ouimon every-day sense, are at 
a discount these time, but if the country 
follows cranks much longer the results 
will be so disastrous as to create finally a 
verv active demand and bring abou t a most 
urgent call, for those who during all these 
times have kept the faith and constantly 
warned those who cared to listen of the 
judgment to oome. Frown down every 
charlatan politiciao, every long-haired, 
wild-eyed Social pbilosopher, whether 
he be a Governor or a grave-digger, a 
silver-mine owner or a tramp, and lliltiM 
those who are willing to listen to you to 
work, save and keep sober. Tell them 
to depend upon the sweat of their faces 
and the labors of their hands, and not to 
put their trust in politicians or depend 
upon the bounty of Federal ( iovernment 
or the soup«kitchen charity of the munic- 
ipality.

The State Hoard of Kqualization has 
completed its work and adjourned. 

The State nssessment was raised $10, 
733,490 over what it had been given in 
by the yarious conntiee, and even with 
this ndae there is shown a falling off of 
$25,1100^000. in round numbers in the to- 
tal eqnaliied value of all property this 
year over that of last year. 

Tbia falling off in the equalized values 
is due largely to tho great depreciation 
in the value of personal property and 
other property over which the board had 
no control. 

The grand totals of each separate 
species of property assessed for taxation 
is as follows: Net assessed value of per- 
sonal property not subject to equalization, 
$(>4,578,775 ; assessed value of lands, $243,- 
615,586; as equalized, $252,999,621; as- 
sessed value of town lota, $180,680,726; 
as equalised, $180,225,907; personalty 
suhject to erjualizalion asse.«8ed at $111,- 
40*>,1UI; as equalized, $71,675,210; ex- 
emptions, $99,790,942. The gnmd total 
assessed value of all property is by this 
calculation i>>tiO,>>50,o(X>, and ia equalized 
S-')71, 283,802. 

The State lax rate is 421 cents on each 
$11X1, and the total amount to he derived 
from this equalized assessment is $2,427,- 
(•5(1. 15. This does not include the tax 
and the assessment upon railroada, banks^ 
distilled spirits, corporation franchises, 
& c, which are assessed by other means 
and which species of property are not 
taken into account here.
